The Future of Motherhood by 
Jessie Bernard begins by saying no 
form of motherhood could be 
worse than that existing in the 
United States. Yet the book is not 
against motherhood; it is for 
women. It explains options, 
argues for self determination, and 
attempts to forecast the psy- 
chological, political and social 
status of women in the next 
generation 

The Patton Papers, 1940-45 by 
Martin Blumenson is not a 
military history or a standard 
biography; it gives Patton's own 
view as he fights through the 
African landings, storms into Sici- 
ly. leads the Third Army's surge 
across Europe, and occupies Ger- 
many.

Major 
attention is given to Indian 
philosophy, but sections on 
Chinese and Japanese are also in- 
cluded, 

A Month of Sundays by John Up- 
dike concerns a period of enforced 
rest imposed on a clergyman for 
the seduction of his organist. Half 
the day is spent resting, half in 
confessional writing in a wonder- 
fully overwrought style. 

A Scandalous Woman and other 
Stories by Edna O’Brien contains 
five stories full of the joy and 
yeartbreak of being a woman. 
fach story deals with the need to 
come to terms with all that life has 
in store. 

The Promise of Joy by Allen 
Drury presents an atomic death 
struggle between China and Russia 
which imperils the rest of 
mankind. The novel deals with 
what position America should take 
and asks if there is a promise of 
joy for nations and individuals in a 
world apparently bent on self- 
destruction.
